FOREWORD 


The Museum is happy to serve once more as host to the Painting and 
Sculpture Annual of the San Francisco Art Association, the seventy-fourth 
that the Association has held since it was founded in 1871. In this year, set 
aside by the Museum to celebrate and to review twenty years of opera- 
tion aS a museum of contemporary art and a center of art education and 
cultural activity in this community, it is appropriate to recall the place of 
the Annuals in its exhibition program. 


The Fifty-fifth Annual was one of the three major exhibitions organized 
for the reopening of the Museum in its present quarters in January 1935. 
It was a huge display of 414 items, but it included watercolors, drawings 
and prints as well as painting and sculpture. Two hundred and thirty-two 
paintings and twenty-seven sculptures were selected for the exhibition. 


The following year, in order to show the material more advan- 
tageously, and to assure to watercolors and prints and drawings the 
more adequate attention separate showings would give, the Annual was 
divided into three: The Fifty-sixth Annual of Painting and Sculpture, for 
these media had always dominated the exhibition; the First Annual of 
Watercolors and Pastels; and the First Annual of Prints and Drawings. 
This system has been followed since, and the present Annual is the 
twentieth in the series of Painting and Sculpture Annuals. 


For all three, as in the past, the Art Association provides the prizes 
and sets the rules for selection and its artist members elect the jurors. 
The Museum bears the costs of the exhibitions and of their catalogues 
and serves as host to them. They are all open, as in the past, to any artist 
in the United States who cares to submit work, but because of distance 
and packing and transportation costs the majority of submissions are 
inevitably from the immediate area. 


For the present exhibition, 970 works were submitted, of which about 
four hundred were from outside the area. As usual, the juries worked 
hard and long to make the selection of the works on exhibition from the 
large total submitted. The Museum takes pleasure in presenting it, for 
the Annuals are always important events in its program of exhibitions of 
contemporary American and local art, selected in a variety of ways, 
which it presents each year.
